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Whither? 


Reading will not go out of business, 
says E. A. Weeks, even if you could 
plug « book into a socket like an 
electric razor so it would read to you. 
Millions of literate Americans, gradu- 
ates o! public schools and colleges, 
G.1.’s matured by service, will go on 
even though they enjoy the comics, 
television, and photograph magazines. 
But watch out for the financial pres- 
sures which are threatening to force 
newspapers, periodicals, paper com- 
panies, printers, and radio stations 
into « chain of regimented opinion. 
If wages and book prices continue to 
rise we shall injure, perhaps kill, the 
goose that lays the golden egg. The 
population is gradually moving West, 
and if high prices continue, we will 
see all Opportunity open for new 
presses and lower prices in the print- 
ing plants of the West.1 


Easy Money Ends 


Buyers of printing are asking why 
costs have risen so much. Resistance 
to higher prices already appearing— 
but much more rapidly than expected. 
While some printing workers, in sev- 
eral centers, have been indulging in 
“slowdowns” to gain higher wage rates, 
it now appears that employers will 
start their own type of “slowdown.” 
We may see them petitioning for re- 
opening of wage scales—to revise them 
downward—before the goose that lays 
golden eggs decides to nest elsewhere. 
Some alert printing and offset plant 
operators are endeavoring to start lob- 
ster shifts, in order to operate their 
equipment 24 hours a day and thus 
keep unit costs down within the buy- 
ers’ budgets. While labor for third 
shift has been hard to find, some be- 
lieve that new wage rates will force 
enough plant closures to give them 
the stuffs they need.? 


Bishop Pre-makeready 


Shortcomings of old pre-makeready 
processes overcome, claims H. L. Bish- 
op, by use of his process and rotary 
treating unit. First step is elimination 
of pasted and built matrix. New 
matrix is made up of laminated layers 
of parchment and white coated paper 
and bonded together by wax formula. 
Special wax bond permits user to peel 
away to the desired level, the areas 
retained on the matrix. These 
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laminated paper dies enable highest 
efficiency and precision. Machine, by 
use of rollers, can apply pressure on a 
hair line across the surface of a plate. 
Far more precision possible than when 
pressure was applied over the’ entire 
area of a plate. Another improvement 
is use of thermo-plastic bonded over- 
lay which can be cut and peeled in 
easy fashion.® 


Book Prices 


The selling techniques of the book 
clubs with their emphasis on premiums 
and free books are building an un- 
stable price structure. The reiteration 
of price, price, price and FREE! has 
an adverse effect upon the public. The 
enormous sales of magazines, news- 
papers, and popular-priced books from 
10c to $1 have been built up since a 
uniformity of price was made possible. 
We must avoid the return of free-for- 
all price-breaking competition. <A 
profit for retailers is possible only 
when uniform list prices are observed, 
and any careless disruption of prices 
can only bring loss to the retailer and 
ultimately a decrease in outlets.‘ 


Tariff & Copyright 


Labor views with gravity the cur- 
rent increased threat to the American 
Copyright Act. State Department ap- 
parently intends to scrap or abridge 
the Act. This may threaten American 
labor opportunities. The labor cost 
of a book or publication, says John 
B. Haggerty, represents some 70% of 
the costs of production. Nations of 
Europe now equipping their plants 
with the most modern machines. Wage 
rates, however, average from less than 
20% to not more than 35% of U. S. 
wages. Since machines are just as fast 
and productive in Europe, this con- 
stitutes a competitive threat to Ameri- 
can labor. Work opportunities of 
Americans should not be transferred 
to lower paid workers of other coun- 
tries. Competitive printed matter or 
books should not be permitted by low 
tariffs to undersell the American-made 
product. Because of changed foreign

conditions, and mechanization of Eu- 
ropean plants, State Dept. should re- 
examine competitive conditions in 
book production.® 


Use New Metals 


Magnesium printing plates and bases 
for mounting both electros and rubber 
plates will soon be on the market, ac- 
cording to Lee Augustine. The mag- 
nesium printing plate being perfected 
by Dow Chemical Co. is to be used in 
conjunction with the justifying type- 
writers also nearing completion. Copy 
will be typed with the justifier, trans- 
ferred by photo-engraving to the light- 
weight magnesium plate, and the 
printer will print direct from it. A 
new base consists of a light mag- 
nesium plate on a _ diamond-shape 
honeycomb backing cast all in one 
piece. The plate is mounted on this 
base by the Cycloweld process devel- 
oped by Chrysler Corp. during the 
war, and has the advantage of being 
lighter, more durable, and less expen- 
sive than other products. Metal is re- 
coverable.® 


Trade Trick 


When making parallel folds on a 
folder such as the Baum that has 4 
speed shift on the side, move the shift 
to a mid-position and lock securely, 
says F. E. Eddington. This stops all 
of the machine except the first sets of 
folding rolls and the delivery tapes 
needed. Saves a lot of wear and tear 
on the machine and the operator’s 
nerves. No timing is needed anyway 
on parallel folds, and sheets can be 
fed as fast as 15M per hour, depend- 
ing on length of sheet. Be sure, of 
course, that the machine is stopped 
with the gripper wheel in the down 
position.? 


Plastic Sheets 


Great amount of drawing and photo- 
graphic camera work in lithographing 
maps and charts avoided by use of 
plastic sheets, says D. P. Barnette. Cer- 
tain selected areas representing tones 
of color are made manually, painting 
the area with a water soluble opaque. 
A blueline print on the plastic fur- 
nishes a guide for the painting. The 
remaining tones are secured chemically 
by using the painted sheets to secure 
process prints on gum-bichromate 
coated plastic sheets. These process

The soluble 
paint, which is not penetrated by the dye, is then dissolved, 
converting the drawings also into artificial negatives.’

Chicago, New York, Detroit Locals Up Rates In Negotiating 


New Agreements; Smaller Cities Report Gains, Too 


a agreement reached by Detroit Bindery Workers Union 
No. 20 and closed shop employers of the Graphic Arts Assn. of Mich. 
after considerable negotiations, features several new understandings, 
concerned mostly with payments for holidays. Christmas Day, New Year’s 
Day, Decoration Day, Labor Day, Thanksgiving Day, and Fourth of July 
will be paid for at single time rates when no work is performed. All em- 
ployees with one year of seniority except permit members and unskilled 
temporary help will be entitled to such payment provided they are on 
the payroll one full calendar week preceding the week in which the holi- 
day occurs and they are on the job, or available for work, the day before 
and the day following the holiday. Skilled journeymen or journeywomen 
with less than the required year of seniority may receive the same benefits 
at the discretion of the employer. The contract also provides that mem- 
bers working overtime more than two hours shall be allowed one-half 
hour for lunch, with pay at time and one-half. 


Ten Cent Increase 
Journeymen are to receive $1.65 an hour, and combination men, $1.80. 
Wages for journeywomen will be at 92c an hour while Key No. | girls 
and Key No. 2 girls will get $1.02 and 97c an hour, respectively. This is 
an increase of 10c for men and 5c for women. 

Except in plants doing contract publications requiring Saturday pro- 
duction, where special agreements will be made, the work week will be of 
40 hours—five days of eight hours each. A further stipulation guarantees 
four hours’ pay to all members called in to work. Existing piece work 
and bonus systems are discontinued. 

The apprentice ratio is one boy to every four jour- 
neymen, with the same proportion for girls and 
women, 

(he regular employment of one journeyman or 
woman besides the proprietor is required before an 
apprentice may be employed in any shop. The latter 
will receive the same consideration as journeymen or 
women and will be governed by the same rules and 
working conditions. No apprentice may work over- 
time unless 18 years of age, and then only when one 
or more regular journeymen or women are employed. 
The same ratio will be maintained. 

N. Y. Signs 

The Printers League Section of the N. Y. Employing Print- 
ers Assn., Inc., concluded last month with other printing 
trades union locals agreements similar to the one pre- 
viously concluded with N. Y. Typographical Union No. 6. 
A 21.5% increase in the base wage scales is provided, plus 
three additional holidays. 

lhe new wage rates became effective with the first fiscal 
week starting after February 15 and will continue in effect 
until the first fiscal week after March 31, 1948. The unions 
and the new base scales now applicable to them are: N. Y. 
Paper Cutters’ and Bookbinders’ Union No. 119: $67.66;

The new Wichita contract, effective 
January | of this year, give male book- 
binders an hourly increase of .2795c, 
bringing the top base rate to $1.517. 
Women were raised 17c. 

Bindery employers and employees 
around the country have sat down and 
come to agreements which appear sat- 
isfactory to all concerned.

A careful perusal of the fifty books 
chosen by the jury, out of some 775 
entries, convinced me that if these are 
the best of the lot, it is a sorry state 
indeed for contemporary American 
bookmaking. And the fact that even 
in the Fifty, there are several that are 
far from worthy of this distinction, 
causes me to wonder about the 725 not 
in view. It has been often remarked 
that. it would be interesting to look 
over the books not chosen, and in this 
I concur. 

For the Jury this year, I know that 
it must have been a trying and diffi- 
cult task, that taxed the observation 
and endurance to the utmost, and 
after the first weeding-out process must 
have left the three in a state of bore- 
dom and fatigue, for I am sure that 
it was not a stimulating occasion. I 
congratulate the Jury on their patience 
and judgment, with the reservations 
and queries mentioned later on. 


Automatic classification 


The selections seem to automatically 
classily themselves into the Special 
Editions and the Trade Editions. Of 
the predominately interesting special 
editions there are the two large and 
expensive Grabhorn items, The Dis- 
covery of Florida ($27.50), an:l A So- 


journ in California ($22.50), both 
made for The Book Club of Califor- 
nia, and we expect from Edwin & 
Robert Grabhorn that individual

There are two of Joseph Blumen- 
thal’s excellent examples of good book- 
making, Renoir Drawings ($15.), and 
B. R. Marks and Remarks ($10.); a 
slight Carroll Coleman item of poetry, 
For the Unlost ($2.) done in his usual 
fine style; two Merrymount Press books 
in their traditional quiet manner, Hail 
Chant and Water Chant ($20.) and 
The First Century of the John Carter 
Brown Library ($5.) which is unfor- 
tunately on the weak side in press- 
work; one of Fred Anthoesen’s char- 
acteristicly pleasing books, New As- 
pects of John and William Hunter 
($6.). 


Precious works 


Then there are two little books, of 
definite private press character, Black- 
berry Winter ($5.) by The Cumming- 
ton Press; and the other an exquisite 
book with hand colored flower draw- 
ings, Mexican Bouquet ($8.) by The 
Pocahontas Press. Frankly we wonder 
at their selection on the grounds of 
their obvious preciousness, yet they 
represent fine craftsmanship, and as 
such should be exhibited. The most

at Paris 1490, published by the Library 
of Congress ($20.) and produced by 
the U. S. Government Printing Office, 
which shows convincingly the notable 
typographic awakening of that insti- 
tution. There are two interesting large 
volumes, with full-page plates beauti- 
fully printed in gravure, Prairie Wings 
($15.), and The Great King of Assyria 
($5.). However, Augustin’s Mexican 
Heritage ($7.50) is outstanding in fine 
letterpress printing of large halftone 
plates and well planned, properly com- 
posed text pages. There are seventeen 
books in this special category, pub- 
lished at prices ranging from $5. to 
$27.50, and most of these I assume 
have been produced in relatively small 
editions, and without too great a limi- 
tation in budget and time allowance, 
thus giving the designers and printers 
some leeway in the choice of mate- 
rials and production. 


Bill of divorcement

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such books present unfair competition 
in the Fifty Books entries when com- 
ared with their regular trade volumes 
which have had to be produced under 
the most exacting demands of time 
and budget. I can well understand 
this superficial reasoning, yet in their 
criticisms they lose sight of the tech- 
nical basis for the Fifty Books selec- 
tions, namely, the most successful han- 
dling of the material involved, and its 
equally successful production. Funda- 
mentally, this bears no relation what- 
ever to style or published price of the 
edition, so long as the plan and pro- 
duction are considered worthy. 


Who is to blame? 
Yet | do wholeheartedly agree with 
the publishers, that greater encourage- 
ment could be given to the trade book 
field, with successful results, by a more 
varied and interesting display and rep- 
resentation of such books among the 
Fifty. Yet here again this goes right 
back to the publisher and his book 
manulacturer. It is up to them: the 
publisher, to see that the book is in- 
telligently designed, that the selection 
of type, paper and binding material 
is practical and suitable; the book 
manufacturer, to have the knowledge, 
the understanding, and above all the 
willingness to cooperate successfully 
towards the production of the better 
trade book. As I have stated many 
times before, the well designed book 
is the result of a unity of effort. It 
cannot be had by simply dressing up 
a few pages of front matter, and let- 
ting the rest go its own sweet way. A 
good book is characterized by thought- 
ful planning and thorough workman- 
ship in all departments. 

Of the trade volumes in the Fifty 
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Books, where pleas- 
ing design and ob- 
vious competent 
workmanship pro- 
duced an outstand- 
ing result, I can first 
name the three Al- 
fred Knopf titles 
(and let me say here 
that Knopf has been 
consistent through 
the years in his ex- 
cellent books): The 
Complete Poems and 
Stories of Edgar Al- 
lan Poe, 2 volumes 
($10.) designed by 
Dwiggins; Handel, 
($5.) designed by Sid- 
ney Jacobs; and 
Java Head ($3.50) 
designed by Dwig- 
gins, with one of his 
stunning bindings, 
beautifully stamped, 
that makes you want 
to remove the jacket 
at once. All three 
show excellent man- 
ufacture. Pantheon’s 
Gods & Heroes ($6.) 
designed by Jacques 
Schiffrin, is a pleas- 
ing book in plan and manufacture, 
and the two-color Greek illustrations 
are well printed. The binding, how- 
ever, is very undistinguished. And now 
here are two delightful little books: 
University of Oklahoma Press, The 
Subtle Sense (S2.) designed by Will 
Ransom, excellent typography and 
printing, but the binding poorly 
stamped; and Henry Holt, Dandelion 
Cottage ($2.) designed by Maurice

and a most attractive decorated paper 

sides binding and end papers. 
Random House has a very fine ex- 


ample of bookmaking in The Great 
Balsamo ($2.75) designed by Stefan 
Salter, showing ingenuity and taste in 
typography and binding, with splen- 
did manufacture. The Little Magazine 
($3.75) published by Princeton Univer- 
sity Press and designed by P. J. Conk- 
wright and Helen Van Zandt, is an- 
other carefully made book, and shows 
a definite originality in the handling 
of chapter openings. The Archway 
Press innovation, The Flower Lover 
and the Fairies ($2.) with Jeanyee 
Wong’s lovely calligraphy and decora- 
tions, stands apart as a small morsel 
of delightful flavor. I only wish that 
the paper could have been more sym- 
pathetically flexible. This volume with 
the others of Ernst Reichl’s fine calli- 
graphic series, points a way to further 
experiment in such direction. One of 
the most inspiring technical books I 
have ever seen is the selection, Pre- 
cision Hole Location for Interchange- 
ability in Toolmaking and Production 
($5.) published by the Moore Special 
Tool Co., which shows splendid plan- 
ning throughout and the successful 
handling of many difficult problems. 
The double column page is well com- 
posed and leaded for ease of reading 
on the coated paper. The large half- 
tone illustrations are well handled. 
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Excellent letterpress printing on good 
paper, and a substantial binding, 
shows what can be done. 


Type on hi-finish 


I would like to make a comment at 
this point regarding the selection of a 
proper type face and leading for high 
MF or coated paper printing. There 
are several volumes in this exhibition 
that have that one fault: either an 
anemic or dazzling type face, where 
good readability should be the great- 
est consideration. This suitability of 
type face to the paper and process is 
equally important where the entire 
book is printed by offset or gravure. 
In the case of Viking Press’ Big Tree 
($3.) designed by Morris Colman, an 
otherwise handsome book in all details 
has been marred by the greyish offset 
printing of the type pages. This is one 
of the hazards of offset—easily corrected 
—but it would have been better to set 
the book in a type face of greater 
weight in tone, and thereby overcome 
this problem to a great degree. 

At this point I would like to make 
a charge to the Jury: Why were there 
not more Juveniles included, for I 
happen to know of three entered that 
were excellent books in all particulars. 
The present representation is hardly 
sufficient. I sincerely believe that a 
fixed classification of books with a defi- 
nite number to be selected in each 
group is perhaps the surest way of ar- 
riving at a comprehensive showing, 
and would be of tremendous aid to 
the jury. 

There are several mediocre trade 
books, of questionable selection, that 
show poor planning, or have faulty 
manufacture- in one way or another. 
Poor presswork seems to be the worst 
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Yes, I have made history My fame is universal. It extends to the utter 
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Outstanding manufacture for Poe anthology 
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offender, and certainly nothing can be 
more disastrous to a book than the op- 
posed faults anemic or over-inked press- 
work. Having divided my thirty years 
in creative book printing between the 
production of limited editions on the 
small press, and the production of 
special editions running into the hun- 
dreds of thousands on _ perfecting 
presses, I know from experience that 
good presswork can be maintained, 
with good makeready, decent ink, and 
intelligent supervision. And this, with- 
out disrupting production schedules, 
nor upsetting budget limitations. It is 
largely a matter of knowing what to 
do and wanting to do it, and then 
planning systematically. The little 
extra time consumed in adequate prep- 
aration of each form, is usually made 
up in the freedom from delays in run- 
ning time, that are in evidence with 
any hasty or careless work. Yet it is 
this wanting to do good work in all 
departments of a plant, that has to be 
the credo of operation, if we are to 
show any improvement or maintain 
any standard of quality in bookmak- 
ing. 

None so blind— 


There is a curious disinterestedness on 
the part of most book manufacturers, 
for maintaining or encouraging any 
degree of craftsmanship in their estab- 
lishments. Publishers have become 
more and more design-conscious, and 
yet with this intelligent increase in 
the awareness of style and good taste, 
the book manufacturers as a whole 
are not augmenting this creative effort, 
with cooperative careful workmanship. 
And it is to these manufacturers, with 
their vast resources, that we should 
be able to look for this cooperation, 
this stimulation of craftsmanship, this 
enthusiastic encouragement of good 
taste and good sound workmanship— 
that the ordinary book should become 
the beneficiary. And frankly, without 
it, we can accomplish little in im- 
provement. 

Some book manufacturers claim that 
they have no time for, nor can they 
afford craftsmanship in their plants, 
yet this would mean basically the*en- 
couragemeént of thoroughness in one’s 
work, understanding the full scope 
and opportunity of: one’s work, and 
the love: of accomplishment in that 
work. All of this seems to me a sound 
premise for suécessful operation. 

Thoroughness and economy can go 
hand in hand; likewise can good work 
and profits. It is an attitude of ap- 
proach, and the willingness to operate 
in such a practical manner. The claim 
that careful workmanship causes de- 
layed production and losses, is a fal- 
lacy. Most delayed production with the 
attendant lost time and money, is the

result of careless workmanship some- 
where down the line. Good work con- 
sistently done pays dividends. 


Bookmaking's 3 needs 


Yes, it is a matter of education, under- 
standing, and complete cooperation, 
and how very badly American book- 
making is in need of this today! With 
our Book Clubs having editions in the 
millions, our regular publishers’ print- 
ings many times what they were be- 
fore the war and constantly moving 
upward, and our production costs 
mounting in all ways, we have a great- 
er challenge than ever, to maintain 
some spirit of craftsmanship in our 
book work. It can be done by a full 
awareness of our limitations and a 
complete utilization of our vast re- 
sources of production. And unless we 
make this effort, we will have little 
need for the Fifty Books show other 
than for the work of those highly spe- 
cialized personal presses. And it is per- 
haps to them, and to the few of us 
who will ever continue to fight for 
the encourage and practice of crafts- 
manship in bookmaking, that we must 
look for the cooperation and educa- 
tion necessary for the future. In clos- 
ing I would like to quote some very 
pertinent words of John Ruskin: “A 
composition for cheapness and not ex- 
cellence of workmanship is the most 
frequent and certain cause of the rapid 
decay and entire destruction of arts 
and manufacture.”

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Novelty Christmas cards, specially 
made to meet the customer's specifica- 
tions, have long been a considerable 
source of income for printing ana 
binding houses in pre-holiday season 
days.

As pro- 
duction manager for McCann-Erickson, 
top rank advertising agency, Bisson 
had sufficient experience to know what 
skillful utilization of bindery facilities 
could accomplish. 


Pop-up parade 

His specifications called for a 334” x 
6” folded card. With each unfolding, 
a pop-up illustration of a family mem- 
ber arises. Father leads the parade, 
and as the card is unfolded, mother 
arises, then son, and lastly daughter. 
The fully-opened card would be eight- 
een inches wide and six inches deep 
with four pop-up illustrations of the 
Bisson family perched across the top 
of the card. 

Artwork was prepared by Len Fel- 
lows of Cooper 
Studios and the 
job was sent to 
Afhliated Litho- 
graphers, 28 West 
23rd St., N.Y.C. It 
was offset printed 
in three colors, 
red and green be- 
ing used on one 
side for the art- 
work, and black 
and red for the 
vignetted _half- 
tones on the 
other. Sheet size 
measured 20” x 
26” and it was 
printed work-and- 
turn on a Willard 
offset press. When 
the 50lb. cover 
stock was cut and 
trimmed in half,

up to assist the operators. Sheets were 
placed upon the jig and metal parts 
served as a guide for the five distinct 
folds necessary. The scored lines, to- 
gether with the guide, helped secure 
a neat, accurate fold that was free of 
any wrinkles or creases. 

The finished job made an excellent 
Christmas card which was bound to be 
remembered and kept for its original 
and amusing pop-up presentation of 
four personal holiday greetings. An- 
other four-star hit made possible by 
bindery skill! 


Other 4-star hits 

Bisson has produced a number of 
outstanding greeting in the past which 
earned wide acclaim. Each year since 
1929, friends in increasing numbers 
have received Xmas cards designed 
with increasing ingenuity. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, then editor of Baby Maga- 
zine, wrote Harold praising one of his 
early greetings, which involved a 
coupling of a photograph of: his six- 
month-old son with seasonal illustra- 
tions. 

Many years, in searching for ideas, 
he nearly missed production deadline. 
In 1942 he hit upon the scheme in- 
tended to solve this problem for the 
next 13 Christmases. Friends each re- 
ceived four play- 
ing cards, slightly 
smaller than nor- 
mal size and var- 
nished. They were 
the fours in the 
various suits, one 
for each member 
of his family. The 
deck was then to 
be completed in 
successive years 
if friends retained 
the series, and 
Harold, the size 
of his family. 

The paper 
shortage killed 
that idea in 1943, 
however, and 
spurred Bisson on 
to productions 
that brought let- 
ters from the 
White House and 
from Chester 
Bowles, then OPA 
chief administra- 
tor. 
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First Postwar Exhibit of Extra Binders Displays Crafts’ Skills 


at New Peaks, Solidifies Position as An Old but Vigorous Art

Ta first postwar ex- 
hibition of fine bindings by members 
of the Guild of Book Workers happily 
coincided with the 40th anniversary of 
the Guild. Back in 1906 the Guild was 
formally organized representing Hand 
Bookbinding, Illuminating and other 
allied crafts. Every two years an ex- 
hibition of the work of members was 
held in New York, interrupted only by 
the two World Wars. This year’s ex- 
hibit was held at the Architectural 
League, N.Y.C., February 4-13. 

The exhibition just completed rep- 
resented the works of professional and 
amateur members on a national scale. 
The Californian members deserve spe- 
cial mention with the display of the 
bindings of Florence S. Walter (Mrs. 
John I.) of San Francisco. “Gauguin,” 
bound in deep rose levant with inlaid 
palm leave design and curved gold 
tooled right-hand corner, and “Divers 
Jeux Rustique” bound in yellow oasis 
elaborately gold tooled in a fanshaped 
design and blue inlaid cloud are both 
works expertly executed. Belle Mc- 
Murtry Young (Mrs. W.R.K.) of San 
Francisco exhibited 2 vols. of “St. 
Galonnek” in dark blue and green 
levant with interwoven inlay, one in 
vertical, the other in horizontal de- 
sign, expressing rhythm and excellent 
craftsmanship. Ernestine Moller of 
Oakland, Calif. displayed an exquisite 
jewellike design of repeated dainty 
inlaid flowers and finely gold tooled 
dotted lines, on the “Three Evening 
Pravers,” bound in white oasis. 

Mariana Roach of Dallas, Texas, 
presented “Sing With Me Now” with 
an unusual design of inlaid musical 


notes rhythmically blended into a 
bright red calfskin. 


Contrasts on display 

Harold W. Tribolet of Chicago, IIli- 
nois showed several interesting bind- 
ings, contrasts of material and design. 
His ‘“‘Herman Joern” exhibited a com- 
bination of wood and leather, while 
“Honorable Mention” a huge volume 
24” x 14” in size, in dark red levant, 
bore repeater design of gold tooled 
Indian heads and was enhanced by 
hand wrought metal clasps. He bound 
“Moby Dick” in white pigskin with 
blind tooled whale, and showed the 
miniature “Piccolo Manoscritto,” 3” x 
2”. All show complete command of 
his craft combined with rare imagina- 
tion. 

Gerhard Gerlach of New York was 
represented with his linear designs 
and pertect execution. A dramatic 
combination of black and red oasis 
in his “Hamlet” and the silent ele- 
gance of the yellow morocco on “Notes 
on Supreme Fiction” are examples of 
finest execution and inspired love for 
his craft. A loan of the “Missale 
Romanum” an illuminated manuscript 
from Italian Monasteries, bound by 
Gerlach in red Niger. showed the same 
elegant simplicity for which this artist 
is known. The book, loaned by Mrs. 
Suydam Cutting, is valued at $25,000. 


Grolier design 

Christine Hamilton (Mrs. Sinclair) 
of New York displayed a_ perfect 
Grolier design, inlaid and gold tooled, 
with her book, “La Cento Novello of 
Boccaccio” on rust brown oasis. Har- 
rison Elliott of New York was repre-

sented with his hand-made papers 
whose delicacy of color schemes in 
their pastel shades deserves special 
mention. 


Illumination 


Josephine R. Debevoise (Mrs. Elli- 
ott) of South Orange, N. J., and Miss 
Grace Morris Afflick of Yonkers ex- 
hibited their skill and patience in 
various illuminations with great credit 
to this ancient craft. Other exhibitors 
deserving honorable mention are: 
Nancy Blakiston (Mrs. George), Hope 
G. Weil (Mrs. W. L.) of New York, 
Carolin Weir Ely (Mrs. George Page) 
of Old Lyme, Conn., Charlotte M. 
Ullman, East Orange, N. J., Arno

Rinehart show 


The exhibit included also 28 of the 
entries in the “Rivers of America 
Series” sponsored by Rinehart, pub- 
lishers with the two prize winners by 
Mrs. V. Lada-Mocarski and Harold W. 
Tribolet on display, together with 
others of their work. 

Shown too were rare pigskin and 
goatskin leathers from Nigeria and the 
Near East together with colorful hand- 
made and handmarbled papers from 
Great Britain, Italy and the U. S. 

Several hundreds visited the exhibit 
during the time it was shown. 
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Lack of space prohibited showing 
four of the outstanding entries in the 
Rinehart fine binding competition. 
These will appear next month together 
with a number of items from the N. 
Y. Public ‘Library's exhibit, to open 
next month, and centered around Miss 
Edith Diehl's two-volume work, ''Book-

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Binders See Offset Book Exhibit, Discuss Problems of Cooperation, 


Guild Debates Offset Problems 


Standard Formats, Mechanical Materials Handling Also Discussed 


Wanz NO CRYSTAL BALL 
was evident, the N.Y.C. Bookbind- 
ers Guild meeting of February 13, at 
the George Washington Hotel dipped 
into the future before tackling the 
problems of today. The occasion was 
“Offset Lithography Night” which fea- 
tured the Harris-Seybold motion pic- 
ture “How to Make a Good Impres- 
sion” and a general discussion of offset 
problems. 

Guests for the evening were William 
Elliott (National Process Co.), J. Val- 
liant (Harris-Seybold), Albert Free- 
man (Books by Offset, Inc.), Charles 
Pitkin, engineer for the new Double- 
day plant in Hanover, Pa., Robert 
Cookingham and Arthur Olney of 
Harris-Seybold’s N. Y. office. 

It was Olney who began the evening 
by speaking of the “Threat or Promise 
of Automatic Book Machinery.” Based 
on recent surveys held in the industry 
Olney ventured some personal opin- 
ions as to what may be expected. 


Standardized formats 


“Books in the very near future,” he 
summed up, “may be limited to a 
range of 5 x 8” to 6 x 9”. Conveyor 


systems will dominate to eliminate 
much of the present useless and waste- 
ful materials handling. Synthetic glues 
may replace sewing and we will see 
wider use of infra-red for drying glues. 
Trimmers will be able to take a 6” 
pile at one stroke, cutting 28 piles a 
minute.” 


\ll the usual pipe dream? Not 
necessarily, for the machinery for such 
an automatic system of book produc- 
tion is already in existence. The in- 
dustry may see the production of 10,- 
000 finished books an hour with sheets 
and signatures that are never touched 
by human fingers. This type of mech- 
anived production will be in existence 
within three to five years. The great- 
est difficulty at present is the timing 
of production units. Will these mass- 
production plants threaten the liveli- 
hood of the smaller plant with shorter 
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runs? Olney did not believe so for 
improved materials-handling and pro- 
duction methods will be available to 
the smaller bindery as well. 


Discuss offset 


Following the showing of “How to 
Make a Good Impression,” Guild 
members debated the specific bindery 
problems occasioned by the use of off- 
set. Labor costs being what they are, 
binders experience a great deal of 
trouble in cutting large offset sheets. 
Emmanuel Burr (American Book- 
Stratford) suggested slitting on the 
press but Elliott pointed out that slit- 
ting bands have been tried on offset 
presses but found not successful for it 
scores the cylinder. It may be prac- 
tical someday if standard sheets are 
used. 

Frank Grady, (Cornwall Press) re- 
ported that offset sheets invariably 
necessitate a trim on the side and bot- 
tom, thus making additional. unpaid- 
for work for the binder.

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Adhesive Research Report 


Preliminary reports have been 
issued by the research workers of 
the Battelle Memorial Institute, in- 
vestigating for the Book Manufac- 
turers Institute, the possibilities of 
developing an adhesive that will 
reduce post-gluing-off time on edi- 
tion binding, to 30 seconds or less. 
To date the investigators have 
secured samples from numerous ad- 
hesive manufacturers, observed sev- 
eral plants in operation, and con- 
ducted considerable library research. 

The researchers report that hot- 
melt type adhesives seem to be the 
most promising, with the greatest 
hopes in hot-melts containing vinyl 
polymers. Use of an adhesive of this 
type opens up the possibility of 
abandoning drying ovens, and even 
of gluing off on the rounding and 
backing machine. More details later. 
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is unable to secure the proper size 
sheet and uses a larger one. Since the 
sheet size is already fixed on the zinc 
plate, he cannot take up the addi- 
tional space. While the offset printer 
should cut the sheet before delivery to 
the bindery, the burden of the extra 
work is invariably put upon the bind- 
er. Lithographers should also take 
care in the original imposition so as 
not to take up too much space between 
pages. The bindery tumbler can take 
a 14” to 34” trim, but more would 
clutter it up with shavings. Al Free- 
man maintained that bindery prob- 
lems caused by oversized sheets were 
due to a postwar condition which 
made it difficult to obtain any kind of 
paper, let alone specified sizes. This 
existed in letterpress as well as offset 
papers, he charged. 

William Ernst mentioned that 
smudges and setoffs sometimes occurred 
when lithographed sheets are smashed 
or put through the tapes on the fold- 
ers. Soft ink is believed to be the 
cause, Elliott contending that this can 
easily be avoided by the printer and 
is therefore inexcusable. 


Offset book exhibit 


In presenting the exhibit of “Books 
by Offset” Al Freeman mentioned that 
78 lithographers produced the 588 
books submitted for presentation. Out 
of the 78 firms, 50 did only 2 or 3 
books, while four lithographers did 50 
each. This indicates that while a few 
firms are specializing in books by off- 
set lithography, many are new in the 
field and are not yet fully trained and 
equipped to handle such work. 

Freeman suggested that an advisory 
committee of book manufacturers 
would serve a definite purpose in 
Books by Offset, Inc. This would make 
it possible to air bookbinding prob- 
lems before the industry, and would 
prevent some of the misunderstandings 
that now occur. 

At the close of the meeting John 
Kelly ‘explained how the committee 
worked to prepare the evening’s pro- 
gram and a rising vote of thanks was 
given by the membership. Among the 
news events reported were George 
Kuhlkin’s vacation stay in Florida, and 
Otto Paasch’s gradual return to work 
after his illness.

Exes binding, in the 
definition given in the glossary of this 
work, is “a term used to denote a 
binding done by hand with especial 
care’; the extra binder “uses the best 
materials and employs the soundest 
methods of construction and . . . usual- 
ly decorates each binding with a de- 
sign especially made for it.” Strange 
anachronism in this age of mass pro- 
duction, the extra binding is still made 
by a few skilled workers such as Miss 
Diehl herself, with some of the tools 
and methods that have not varied 
greatly since the middle ages, when 
books, even to the pages, were wholly 
a product of handicraft, precious ob- 
jects which could be owned only by 
a church or a throne. 

Extra binding has a natural place 
in preserving the fine manuscripts of 
the past which may have outlived their 
original coverings, or even in adorn- 
ing the fine printing of special presses. 
But no one can deny that it is expen-

sive save for the rich collector (whose 
ranks are diminishing) or public in- 
stitution; nor can anyone deny that 
the craftsman who produces extra 
binding is inadequately paid for his 
time and skill. The survival of such 
work and workmen must be attributed, 
then, to that love of books and of 
manual expression which illuminates 
the life of a rare few. It is a reaction 
against the machine, against the poor, 
the cheap, and the shoddy. 


Effect on machine work 

It can have a vitalizing force, never- 
theless, on machine work. Such large 
plants as the Lakeside Press and the 
Country Life Press, which put in extra 
binding departments, did so not only 
for the convenience of some of their 
customers. They did it to provide 
stimulus for every workman, no mat- 
ter what his job or what machine he 
tended, who in seeing the solid results 
of delicate manual skill, might be en- 
couraged to use his machine, or pur- 
sue his specialized work, with the care 
of the handicraftsman. Mass produc- 
tion printing shops in Germany used

to have a hand press in constant oper- 
ation, just so that their employees 
might see the results to be achieved by 
a simple machine, and might keep in 
touch with the tradition of their trade. 
It is to be hoped that the extra bind- 
ing departments had a similar effect 
in sustaining morale. There is muca 
to be said for the machine worker's 
knowing the hand processes. 

Miss Diehl’s work will not, unfor- 
tunately, come into the hands of many 
bindery girls or workmen. If it could 
their reading would give a new respect 
for a time-honored craft. This work is 
intended for the hobbyist—hand book- 
binding may be done in school or at 
home without too much equipment— 
or for the person who may go into 
extra binding as a business. The au- 
thor points out its drawbacks as a 
source of income, and suggests that 
so many women have found their way 
into it because they must be satisfied 
with a lower scale of earnings than 
men. 


Historical background 


The first volume treats the history of 
bookbinding. It is intended only as 
a background for the principal theme, 
that of binding technique, and can be 
excused its shortcomings on that ac 
count. It is, however, a handy short 
summary of what the binder should 
know of his precursors. The second 
volume goes with admirable detail into 
every step of the work of an extra 
binder, explaining simply and patient- 
ly what the worker must do. It is the 
most comprehensive manual in Eng- 
lish since Douglas Cockerell’s classic 
and still usable Bookbinding and the 
Care of Books, and has the advantage 
of contrasting English, French, and 
American practice in certain processes, 
and of dealing with tools and mate- 
rials which an American might, in 
normal times, find himself able to se- 
cure, and it is to be hoped, will once 
again soon. 


Preliminary stages 

A chapter is given to collating and 
paging, pulling and removing glue, 
sharpening a knife, and knocking out 
joints. Another takes up guarding, 
pasting, mending, mounting, and in- 
laying. The next deals with folding

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and gathering sheets. Then there is 
one on end papers—something is said 
of marbled and decorated papers in 
the historical volume. Now come de- 
scriptions of pressing the signatures, 
cutting and trimming edges, gilding 
and coloring them, cutting out boards, 
lining them up, and marking for sew- 
ing. Stringing up is detailed; Miss 
Dieh! does not mention how the thrifty 
European sewer leaves all the cords in 
one piece so that they may be pulled 
and cut without wasting an inch. The 
relative merits of sewing on cords and 
on tapes are discussed; cords are 
strongest, but tapes allow a smooth 
back and sometimes help a volume on 
stiff paper to open better. The man- 
ners of sewing are explained, and the 
mystery of the kettle stitch is made 
clear. 

Now fraying out the ends of the 
cords, gluing and rounding, and back- 
ing ave considered. Cutting boards on 
a lever cutter or a plough follows. 
Holing-out and lacing the cords 
through the boards come next. Then 
there are headbands and bookmark- 
ers. Lining up the back, with French 
and English hollow backs. considered, 
leads to patterns for leather covers, 
sharpening paring knives, and paring 
leather (an important technique) and 
paper. Finally come covering, nipping 
the bands, pasting the end _ papers, 
making the doublures, the special 
treatments for half leather bindings, 
reference books, library bindings, al- 
bums, limp bindings, pamphlets, vel- 
lum and fabric, cloth casings, and 
portolios, and the steps of forwarding 
are covered. There is a chapter on 
slipcases, solander cases (the book goes 
in at the open side of one, the other 
comes apart horizontally to receive it), 
and the wrappers that go around a 
volume before it is enclosed in a case. 

\ most helpful chapter is the one 
on repairing old bindings, with its 
notes on cleaning, washing, toning, 
and sizing paper, and its hints on how 
to \cpair dog-eared corners, rejuvenate 
cloth, and flatten vellum. Common 
sense and the antiquity of the volume 
must guide one here. Don’t repair for 


the sake of repair. Now materials are 


considered: leather, paper, gold leaf, 
glue, and paste. Finally finishing is 
reached, with its tools, preparing and 
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GROLIER, patron of the bookbinder's art, became noted in the I5th Century 


for this interlaced pattern of strapwork, and the inscription along the lower 


edge of the cover 


polishing leather, and tooling through 
a paper pattern, blinding in, gilding, 
inlaying, lettering titles (here the 
binder must know as much of letter- 
spacing and word separation as the 
printer), and designing. 


Knowledge of design 

“An extra binder,’ says Miss Diehl, 
“should have training in the art of 
design. Unless he has learned to draw 
and has been steeped in the under- 
lying principles of design, he cannot 
hope to produce decorated books of 
artistic merit.” It could have been 
hoped that she would go more deeply 
into this matter. One of the weakest 
points of modern extra binding is not 
so much its design as its lack of phil- 
osophy. The trade book designer, the 


special press designer, has a much surer 
sense of how to choose a cover, simple 
machine-made, cloth-covered case that 
it be, than the extra binder, for he 
has been responsible for the typog: 
raphy and format, and carries over 
into the cover whatever feeling it was 
he had for interpretation of text. 

Do extra binders know literature? 
That is part of their job. They must 
sense what there is about the text of 
a book that makes it require a heavy 
or a light, a historic period or a mod- 
ern treatment. For a contemporary 
binder to put a classic printing of 
Homer, for instance, into a modern 
binding with no decoration but paral- 
lel rules would be as unsuitable as if 
he were to copy a Grolier, or some

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A Single-Unit Type Casemaker 


Integral Casemaker, Introduced in Holland Before the War, Molds 


Cases from Single Sheets of Thin Board for Lowcost Books 


: — one-piece 
cases made of paperboard or pre-cloth- 
lined board are now possible by means 
of the Integral case-maker, invented by 
F. P. D’Huy of Amsterdam, Holland, 
and now being introduced here. While 
designed primarily to produce cases for 
inexpensive books which might other- 
wise be paper-bound or use the lowest- 
priced book cloths, its sponsors claim 
the increased strength made possible 
by the Integral process makes its use 
practical for the edition binding of 
reprints and other low-cost books. 

The inventor, F. P. D’Huy, based 
his machine upon the observation that 
too many separate parts are used in 
the manufacture of a cover. The use 
of boards and back in particular, he 
felt, created a strain along the joint 
of the book which eventually tore the 
end lining papers. The solution would 
be to create a case of one integral 
piece, simple to manufacture, which 
would not strain at the joint nor pre- 
maturely tear the endpapers. 

Since he, as well as his father and 
grandfather, was a bookbinder, the ma- 
chine was developed after careful study 
of the problems involved. The Integral 
case-maker is hand-fed with paper, 
board, or cloth cut to size. Board 
thickness may range up to 30pt. 


Turn-in and Score 


All edges of the sheet are glued in 
the machine, turned in and pressed as 
well as given a slight score all along 
the edges about 1/16” inward. The 
inventor maintains that this compres- 
sion of the edges and scoring doubles 
the strength of the edges and thus 
adds to the durability of the finished 
case. A simultaneous die-cut—similar 
to the corner cutter in standard type 
casemakers—makes a trim corner pos- 
sible. Finished cases are stacked auto- 
matically. 

Electrically driven, the Integral case- 
maker is claimed to be simple in oper- 
ation and can be operated by an un- 
skilled girl after an operator does the 
set-ups. A change of cover sizes rang- 
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ing from small pocket-books to atlases 
can be made quickly by very simple 
adjustments. A roll-fed model is being 
considered. 

The finished sides of cases, as shown 
in demonstration pieces, have been 
printed and embossed in linen ‘and 
leather grains similar to those used in 
graining cloth and cover papers here. 
Samples also include cases made from 
boards pre-lined with cloth. 


Low-Cost Production 


It is in the price field, however, that 
the Integral case-maker may be of par- 
ticular interest to the trade. Finished, 
pre-printed paperboard cases, ready for 
casing-in, can be produced at a cost of 
from Ic to 2c per cover. This would 
indicate a decided possibility for the 
case-maker in the field of inexpensive 
reprint books, pamphlets, catalogs, dic- 
tionaries, bibles and similar material 
where sturdy, but inexpensive covers 
are necessary.

cause of their flexible paper covers, 
It is claimed, however, that the elimi- 
nation of leverage strain held to be 
caused by the use of boards, has con- 
tributed to the strength of the case, 
This was tested in an experiment be- 
gun in 1940. Two copies of “Gone 
With the Wind” were donated to the 
Amsterdam public library and their 


‘case-histories studied. One was bound 


in cloth over board in the usual way 
and the other in paperboard by means 
of the Integral case maker. After a 
test period, the Integral-bound book 
was found to have outlasted and out- 
worn the clothbound volume. 

Jan C. Bouman and Rudolph Gut- 
mann, vice presidents of the American 
Integral Corporation, One Madison 
Ave., N.Y.C., will market the machine 
here. In Holland it is manufactured 
by the International Operation Office 
for Graphic Arts Inventions, Ltd., Am- 
sterdam, where the case-maker is oper- 
ating, making both finished books and 
covers for the home market and ex- 
port. Both machines and _ bindings 
have been manufactured for France, 
Sweden, Belgium, Norway, and other 
countries. An outright sale and royalty 
arrangement is being planned for 
North and South America. 


casemaker, now in use in Europe, and recently introduced. here. 
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A Leather Mushroom 
The bleak days of 1929 may have dis- 
couraged many a new business from 
sprouting in the desert, but J. NEw- 
mark reasoned differently. With rents 
and overhead hitting new lows, any 
man beginning to accumulate inven- 
tory at low prices when competitors 
paid high ones during boom years, cer- 
tainly had a good chance. It was abil- 
ity to cope with changing circum- 
stances that founded the firm of J. 
Newmark & Sons, Inc., 450 4th Ave., 
N.Y.C. and now characterizes this 
growing bookbincing supply house in 
leather-simulating cover materials. 
“Belore the war,” according to NAT 
NewMark, son of the late founder, 
and now president of the company, 
“practically all of our business was in 
genuine leather. We developed ‘Fab- 
ricated Leather’ to cope with the war- 
time shortage and tried it out experi- 
mentally with a few binders. So suc- 
cessful was its application to Bibles, 
trade books, looseleaf bindings and 
the like, that now about 80% of our 
business is with the bookbinders.” 
How so? Well, Fabricated Leather, 
it has been found by test and experi- 
ence, meets the wearing characteristics 
of many genuine leathers. Consider- 
ably less expensive, it has many of the 
advantages of the qualities inherent in 
genuine leather. The material is com- 
posed of approximately 40% ground 
leather by volume, and other mate- 
rials. The same processes which finish 
genuine leather are also used here and 
the material is available in the three 
primary finishes of leather which are 
pigment, lacquer, and ecrese. The fin- 
ished material actually feels and looks 
like leather; contains leather and 
wears like leather, observes Newmark. 
WILLIAM NEWMARK, Nat’s brother, 
is secretary-treasurer of the company 
and the two of them are becoming im- 
portant figures in the bookbinding 
supply field. 
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CLARENCE W. CLEMEN has been ap- 
pointed assistant sales manager for the 
G. J. Aigner Co., Chicago, manufac- 
turers of the AICO line of indexes, 
cellulose and leather products for office 
use. He will be in charge of admin- 
istration of sales and orders under the 
direction of At AIGNER, sales manager. 
Clemen has been with the firm in 
various capacities in the. plant and 
office for 15 years, with the exception 
of four years in the army.

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Italian Gatherer 


A new gathering machine with a speed ranging from 34,000 
to 46,000 signatures per hour is claimed by L. Vallardi 
and L. Dolfini of Milan, Italy. According to the inventors 
the gatherer operates with a system of rollers placed under- 
neath the signature bins. These rollers extract individual 
signatures and deposit them upon a moving conveyor belt 
with upright prongs to hold assembled signatures in place 
until they are picked off the belt. An automatic signalling 
and electric control system stops the motion of the machine 
whenever a signature is missed. 

From 18 to 24 bins, each of which may be adjusted as to 
size, can be used for 8, 16, and 32p. signatures. From 
illustrations received at B&BP, the machine appears to be 
quite compact in size, electrically-driven, and apparently 
simple in operation. More complete reports will be given 
when manufacturing specifications are received. 


Night and Day Book 

A children’s “glow-in-the-dark” book which, after exposure 
to light, can be read in a completely darkened room, has 
been published by General Luminescent Corp., Chicago.

other period style. He must do something which is, first 
of all, appropriate for the majesty of Homer. 

Do extra binders have imagination? A few of them do, 
A French binder encased the manuscript of Andre Obey’s 
Noah in a sea-green silk wrapper padded and quilted in a 
wave pattern, and slipped it into a transparent plastic 
case engraved with downslanting streaks of rain. Not a 
»ractical binding, perhaps, but an amusing one. And it 
may last as long as some of our badly-tanned and dyed 
modern leathers. . 

Do extra binders not see the silliness of putting a modern 
book, which was bought with a perfectly good cloth casing 
for $5, into a $50 or a $150 binding? Mass production 
nooks do not deserve such lavishness. And if they were 
ordinary paper-covered Continental volumes to begin with, 
their paper is so poor that they should not have too endur- 
ing a binding. When all is considered, many books which 
are extra bound, the modern first editions, the Victorian 
popular books, the fine press books (which came with their 
carefully designed covers), and even the old books (the 
original bindings of which should be repaired if that is at 
all possible) should not be so bound at all. If extra binders 
run out of legitimate work, they might bind blank books 
with imaginary titles, making the integument a perfect fit 
for the supposed text. These would be as handsome on a 
shelf as any real book. 

Miss Diehl may have avoided this whole controversial 
field on purpose. . 

The history in the first volume of her work speaks of 
primitive records and ancient book forms; the book of the 
middle ages and of Renaissance and modern times; early 
methods of production and distribution of books; book- 
binding practices; national styles of book decoration—it 
might have said more of the exquisite Islamic bindings, to 
which Europe was not a little indebted—and might have 
spoken of Latin American bindings since those of English 
America were included; and it deals in a chapter on mis- 
cellanea with decorated edges, shrines, satchels, girdle books, 
forgeries, materials, and the deterioration and preservation 
of books. This background material enriches the interest 
in bookbinding and explains the traditional survivals in 
its technique. 

There are 92 collotype illustrations in this volume (with 
3 in the other), mostly of bindings in the Morgan Library 
and the New York Public Library, the reserve and Spencer 
collections. Others are from the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, Columbia University, and private collectors. It would 
have been helpful to have the measurements and a better 
idea, of the dates of the bindings, particularly the modern 
ones. Plate 35, it may be noted, is upside down. 

The volumes have been soberly printed on good paper 
by the Anthoensen Press and Meriden Gravure Company 
and bound in black library buckram (with headbands and 
sprinkled tops) by John W. Marchi. They are boxed in a 
black paper-covered container. The gold stamping on the 
backbones, lines of lettering and horizontal rules, seems 
cold and unimaginative and in an already outdated mod- 
ernism. Had the rules been put on by hand, one by one, 
at least the varying depth and angle of the gold would 
have given warmth. The whole point of the parallel-line 
binding designs of the 1930’s was that they were a tour 
de force, no matter how easy for a machine, difficult for 
the hand.

Increased labor costs among New York City trade and 
pamphlet binders are being met by a rise in selling prices, 
according to reports from the Binders Group of the New 
York Employing Printers Assn., representing about 50 of 
the city|s leading binderies. Labor costs because of new 
contracts have risen approximately 23%. Since the binding 
industry “has a very high ratio of wage cost to selling price, 
averaging about 65%, an analysis of cost factors indicates 
that the average all-inclusive cost increase may be 16.37%. 
There will be no across-the-board increase, however, since 
the higher prices necessary to meet abor costs will be cal- 
culated separately by each firm for its customers.

The Society of Typographic Arts is holding its 20th Annual 
Exhibition of Design in Chicago Printing at the Art Insti- 
tute from March 15 to April 27. Winners in the book 
field were “The Mystery of Carmen the Cow,” a juvenile 
issued by Container Corp. of America, designed and illus- 
trated by SUSANNE SuBA. Composition and printing: Rand 
McNally & Co.; engravings: Lithocraft Studio, St. Louis, 
Mo.; “Modern Art in Advertising,” issued by Container 
Corp. of America, designed by PAuL Ranp and illustrated 
by 44 modern artists. Printing: Wisconsin Cuneo Press; 
“Mexican Bouquet,” issued by The Pocahontas Press, de- 
signed by SuzeTre HaAmitt and illustrated by CLARICE 
Hamitt. Composition: R. R. Donnelley & Sons, Chicago, 
and Suzette Hamill; engravings: Standard Photo Engraving 
Co.; printing: Gzorce Domke; and “Chinese Bronzes from 
the Buckingham Collection,” issued by Art Institute of 
Chicago, designed by C. Prentiss SMirH. Composition and 
printing: R. R. Donnelley & Sons, Chicago; engravings: 
Jahn & Ollier Engraving Co.; four-color frontispiece en- 
gravings: R. R. Donnelley & Sons.

Library of Congress, Publishers 


The first two booklets of a series begun by the Library 
of Congress have come off the presses of the Government 
Printing Office. “Florida” and “Texas” have been “de- 
signed to reflect, as they appear, the composition of exhibits 
commemorative of each of the 48 United States.” The 
7% x 10” booklets contain pasted-in reproductions of 
lithographs, photos, and woodcuts, moving the standard of 
government publications to an increasingly higher level of 
design, an improvement which has been apparent as a 
result of new emphasis on the subject during the past few 
years. Copies may be obtained from the Superintendent 
of Documents, Washington, D. C., 30 cents each. 


Revive Colophon 

The first issue of The New Colophon, a resumption of the 
original Colophon, published 1930-1940, has been planned 
for January, 1948. Ermer ADLER, Joun T. WinTeERICH, and 
F, B. Apams, Jr. will edit this bibliophilic quarterly. Sub- 
scription for the four parts yearly will be, as previously, 
$15.

Speeds borrowed books home again; 2. acts as 
handsome ex libris notice; 3. makes a wonderful gift. 


CCNY Founds Press 


The College of the City of New York Press will be estab- 
lished in September. A $5,000 contribution has been made 
by the class of 1920. The college press plans to publish 
classics and cultural books as well as textbooks, treatises, 
and articles written by graduates and family members. 
Orders will be given to private printers in September. 
Plans for a college printing plant will await general college 
expansion. 


Keepsakes To AIGA Members 


The American Institute of Graphic Arts has offered its 
members as keepsake books “Portrait of Latin America: As 
Seen by Her Prints,” and ‘Alice in Wonderland” and 
“Through the Looking Glass.” The first-named book was 
made available through the generosity of WALTER FRESE, 
Hastings House, Publishers, Inc., and ANNE Lyon HAIGHT. 
Random House (publisher), Perkins & Squier Co. (paper), 
Lutz & Sheinkman (printing), The Haddon Craftsmen 
(binding), and Miro Container Corp. (slip cases) are re- 
sponsible for the availability of the remaining two volumes. 

“Portrait of Latin America” is based upon the institute’s 
exhibition of Latin American Prints held at the Grolier 
Club in the spring of 1945. The book, edited by Mrs. 
Haight, contains a preface by MONROE WHEELER, intro- 
ductory essay by JEAN CHARLOT, and reproductions in 
sheet-fed photogravure of 155 prints by celebrated Latin 
American print makers. It was published during the week 
of February 17, selling to the general public for $5. 

“Alice In Wonderland” and “Through the Looking 
Glass” were illustrated by Sir JoHN TENNIEL and colored 
by Fritz Krepet. They were distributed as a book dividend

of sizes of many of the more com- 
monly used book faces—these emerged 
as the chief lacks found in available 
type selections, as exemplified by a 
consensus of opinion of the members 
of a typographical expert panel at the 
joint meeting of the N. Y. Trade and 
Textbook Clinics, AIGA, at the Mids- 
ton House, February 13. Contrarily, 
it was also evident that a number on 
the floor and on the platform felt that 
more intelligent use of existing types 
was the true answer to the oft-alleged 
plaint that designers are hampered in 
their work by lack of sufficient choice 
or by poorly designed types. 

Robert Josephy, chairman of the 
Trade Book Clinic, acted as moderator 
of the meeting, and presented the 
questions to the panel which consisted 
of Joseph Blumenthal (Spiral Press), 
Carl P. Rollins (Yale Univ. Press), 
Frank Sloan (Harcourt Brace), Arthur 
Thompson (Bell Laboratories), John 
Begg (Oxford Univ. Press), Abe 
Lerner (World Pub. Co.), Maurice 
Kaplan (Henry Holt), Dan Bradley 
(Harper & Bros.), and Ernst Reichl 
(Archway Press). More than 150 at- 
tended the meeting which ran on close 
to three hours. 

The questions: For what kinds of 
books do you have difficulty in finding 
suitable type faces? 

What sort of faces would you like 
to have available to suit the subject 
matter? the paper you have to use? 
the printing process? 

Are there any Linotype or Intertype 
faces you would like to see on the 
Monotype, or vice versa? 

Any new book sizes (e.g., a smaller 
1lpt. in a certain face, or a 7pt.)? 


Any foreign faces you'd like to see 
here? 

Would an inclined roman (like 
Electra Italics) be useful with other 
faces? 

What new weights and designs of 
bold face would you like? 

What special characters, accents, etc., 
do you need? 

What do you think of the execution 
of available faces as to fitting, scale, 
color, etc.? 

What do you think of the type-buy- 
ing procedure of your printers? 

Have you any other type-face prob- 
lem not covered above? 


That pale and hungry look! 


Early in the session the matter of thin 
faces was spotlighted by Rollins with 
the observation that most type faces 
were too “thin and febrile.” He was 
supported by Lerner who contended 
that the choice of faces for use with 
heavy black illustrations was largely 
limited to Janson. 

Kaplan argued that there was a 
need for a face which had something 
of the archaic feeling of Poliphilus and 
other antique faces, but would lend 
itself to the modern necessity of space- 
saving. 

Chairman Josephy appealed for a 
face of an impersonal nature for use 
with technical books and architecture 
works—one that would be better drawn 
than the old style and modern types, 
chiefly known by numbers, yet equally 
undistracting. 


Color for coateds 


Choice of type for coated stock—an old 
ghost—was shortly resurrected from an 
always uncertain rest. Begg cited a 
book of photos and facing pages of 
text, in which the type must carry 
enough color to stand up to the full 


page photo facing. He felt that he was 
pretty much limited to Bodoni, Gara- 
mond, or Caledonia, and others nod- 
ded assent, mentioning difficulties 
with other finished papers. During the 
discussion, Intertype’s Waverly, fre. 
quently erroneously credited as a re. 
cut Walbaum, was mentioned as a 
good face for this sort of paper. Cited, 
too, was Times New Roman. 


What process? What type? 


Turning to problems of type to fit the 
process, Sloan led off with the oft- 
cited failure of type to stand up well 
in offset. He again suggested ‘Times 
New Roman, referring to its success 
in the gravure process, as more certain 
of reproduction. Thompson amplified 
the charge about breakdown in types 
mentioning the “holes,” fading of hair- 
lines, and thickening of thin strokes. 
In his opinion a less contrasty, more 
monotone type was needed. 

After some discussion of failures and 
successes of the types mentioned 
earlier, Josephy remarked that part of 
the failure in offset was due to bad 
treatment and lowered standards of 
production. Continuing, he contended 
that types heretofore designed for let- 
terpress did not seem suited for new 
processes, which indicated that types 
should be designed specifically with 
the techniques of those processes in 
mind. 


On one but not the other 


Faces on one machine which are 
wanted on another, another favorite 
typographical dilemma, again brought 
Times New Roman and Scotch to the 
fore. Thompson raised the point of 
the Scotch caps and their size, hoping 
for improvement, but was answered 
negatively from the floor by Sol Hess 
(Lanston Monotype).

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So] Cantor announced from the floor 
that The Composing Room hoped 
soon to have Times New Roman avail- 
able in several sizes and weights on 
Linotype, and also supported the con- 
tention that good proofs would pro- 
duce good reproduction by any proc- 
ess, regardless of what type was used. 

Further discussion educed the fact 
that a number of English Monotype 
faces, such as Bembo, Poliphilus, and 
Bell, and Perpetua were wanted in 
Limotvype: 


Size, please? 

Under this heading, new sizes and a 
re-designed Bodoni were sought, as 
well as !lpt. in sans serifs, and larger 
display faces in Caledonia and Electra. 
This shifted the spotlight to the next 
question about display sizes of book 
faces. The contention was made that 
there was an unaccountable lack of 
“rapport” between display sizes and 
text sizes of many faces, as in Scotch. 

Sloan contended that the book 
printers failed to carry enough sizes 
beyond I4pt. in the faces that did have 
the larger sizes, and drew the attention 
of the group to Ludlow as possessing 
some very good cuttings of display 
sizes in several standard faces. 

Oscar Ogg pointed out that text 
sizes could not be converted into dis- 
play sizes merely by mechanical en- 
largement. 


Faces from abroad 
Foreign faces came in for a brief re- 
port before the discussion was ad- 
journed for a moment to hear Paul 
Bennett (Linotype)’s comments on the 
discussion to date. 

Bennett reported that the newer 
faces, when they appeared, would have 
more weight, and would perform bet- 
ter under the trials of processes than 
other letterpress, but stressed the fact 
that depleted magazines of faces still 
in demand must first be filled. 

He confirmed the fact that the 
Times New Roman had been cut by 


his company and would eventually be 
offered here. In opposing the cutting 
of evcry face by each of the three 
companies, he cited the expense of cut- 
ting machine matrices, and the danger 
of cutting a larger number of faces 


simply because a few people thought 
they were fine, but which were not 


actually needed to satisfy a market. 
Bennett was joined by Hess with 
some comments on Monotype’s various 
cuttiiigs of Caslon, Bodoni, and Gara- 
mon. Despite the several versions 
available, Hess said, they could go on 


indetinitely if they listened to all de- 
Manis 


Demands grow bolder 
Discussion of bold face cuttings was 
launched with a demand for Intertype 
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Garamond Bold, as well as an im- 
proved Caslon bold. To which Hess 
agreed, but asked why a companion 
bold for almost every light face was so 
much sought for. Sloan’s reply was 
that mechanical requirements called 
for a bold that would fit in light face 
composition, hence the necessity for 
two-letter mats. 

Begg suggested that perhaps a gen- 
eral medium bold could be created 
which would blend with many faces. 

JjJesephy,--whale - holding . that sans 
serif bolds were not sufficiently used, 
although they afforded ample contrast, 
underscored the difficulty of setting 
them with IIpt. sizes, since they did 


run in, or aline. 


Special characters 


Special characters sought were mathe- 
matical figures in faces other than 
Mono. No. 8 with Begg advocating 
Caledonia, and others sans serifs. A 
criticism of swash caps in some Lino- 
type faces was broadcast from the floor, 
on the grounds that they confused stu- 
dents when used in equations, etc. 
Other floor comments sought better 
fractions, re-designed symbols and 
small caps. 


How do they fit? 

Fitting came in for very brief com- 
ment, most of it favorable after which 
the topic swung to type-buying pro- 
cedures. Rollins asserted that most 
printers were “damned ignorant,” 
keeping old and useless faces, and 
showing no knowledge whatever of 
type design or type niceties. Lerner 
defended them, laying the blame at 
the door of their customers’ idiosyn- 
cracies. Kaplan agreed, suggesting a 
periodic conference between customer 
and printer to devise a type purchase 
program.

Speaking for the founders 


Hess than presented a number of 
queries from the machine companies’ 
standpoint, including the size of frac- 
tions, furnishing of small caps with 
bold or medium weight faces, and 
choice of short and long descenders. 
Audience reaction favored fractions a 
shade smaller, and was negative to the 
iast two questions. He then queried 
the chairman as to what approach he 
felt should be made to type design. 

Josephy declared he favored ignor- 
ing the older faces entirely in cutting 
new ones and Hess agreed. 

Speaking for American Type Foun- 
ders, Gary Powell reported that the 
firm was working 54 hours a week to 
meet demands, that new designs would 
be brought out only when the needs 
for established faces had been filled, 
and that it always welcomed the sub- 
mission of new designs.

Fifty turned out for the affair, 
and at times the unscheduled debates 
lengthened considerably. The effect 
was heightened by the decidedly 
pruned list of books brought in by

prodding by the clinic chairman, 
Robert Josephy, quite a number of 
volunteer speakers were secured, al- 
most enough to cover the entire list 
of twenty-two titles. 

The clinic’s annual award for “Con- 
sistent Excellence in Trade Book De- 
sign,” presented through BeBP, was 
made at the joint meeting of the 
Trade & Textbook Clinics, Thursday 
evening, February 13, at the Midston 
House. For a report on the type dis- 
cussion held on that occasion, see 
pages 70-71). Frank Myrick, editor of 
BsBP, made the presentation to Don- 
ald Klopfer and Ray Freiman, repre- 
senting Random House. Myrick sum- 
med up briefly the method of making 
the selection of the winner this year, 
and after a few remarks compliment- 
ing the runners-up and commending 
the general quality of trade books 
today, as compared to those of ten 
years ago, when the award was first 
begun, he presented the framed, hand- 
lettered certificate to Klopfer. The 
award was hand-lettered by Jean Yee 
Wong on a sheet of Invictus paper, 
imported from England, and supplied 
by Stevens-Nelson Paper Co. 

Klopfer assured the audience that 
he was appreciative of the fact that 
while Random had now won the 
award three times in 10 years, it was 
keenly aware of the competition and 
would endeavor to best it in 1947.

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Encyclopedia was closer to two million 
dollars. 

The complete edition of 19 volumes 
was begun in 1935 and was virtually 
halted by the war, although page 
proofs were: actually sent overseas to 
experts in service. Every item for inclu- 
sion was blueprinted beforehand, indi- 
cating the article or subject and the 
illustration to be used. There are 
10,000 pages in the work. 

“We set a deadline,” Jones con- 
tinued, “for each section of the book. 
This extended from the editor to the 
bookbinder, and these had to be ad- 
hered to in every instance. As this was 
in our blueprint plan, it worked out 
well. By using makeup we knew ex- 
actly how the cuts and graphs would 
appear and it gave everyone working 
on the book an opportunity of visual- 
izing the completed page.” 

The cover of the book was designed 
by Leonard J. Mounteney and the 
binding was done by Brock & Rankin. 
The firm used its own machine to 
coat the stock to overcome the diff- 
culties of obtaining paper. Many as- 
sistants augmented the book’s own 
editorial force for the final speed-up 
as. the book was rushed to comple- 
tion, ready for distribution. And to- 
day, because of the continued paper 
shortage, orders for the book, ironical- 
ly, cannot be filled.

ertia was the:one substituted at the 
February 11 meeting of the Philadel. 
phia Book Clinic. One complaint 
aired by Raymond Blattenberger, Ed- 
ward Stern Co. vice president, at 
Gimbels’ Restaurant, was the {failure 
of colleges to recognize the importance 
of graphic arts training. “We are the 
third to fifth largest industry in the 
U. S. but in many ways the most back- 
ward,” said Blattenberger. “We need 
more education such as the Carnegie 
Fundamentals of Printing course. 
“Although business has made won- 
derful advancement during the last 40 
years,” the speaker pointed out, “the 
only thing we have improved is our 
costs for the same job.” Letterpress has 
not made the remarkable advance- 
ments that offset and gravure have. 
He suggested that the industry is 
handicapped in attempts to achieve 
closer relationships because it is com- 
prised of so many individual operators. 


Efficiency Lacking 

New machinery has been sadly neg- 
lected for the simple reason that “even 
after we've written off depreciation, 
we forget to get rid of the machine 
and use it for another 15 years,” the 
clinic was reminded; thus, because so 
little money is reinvested in printing 
equipment, manufacturers have neith- 
er the money nor the incentive to do 
any kind of extensive research toward 
developing modern machines. 

“I would like to inject the thought 
of the importance of our industry,” 
Blattenberger said in summation. 

“If type is properly set and locked 
up, it will stand on its own feet . . . 
all there is to say about presswork 
could be said in five minutes.” 

John Spahr (Lea-Febiger), chairman 
of the 1947 Philadelphia Book Show, 
reminded the clinic that April 28 is 
the date of the Pre-View Dinner. Books 
will be on display at the Philadelphia 
Free Library for two weeks, the Mer- 
cantile Library for two weeks, and 
then the Atheneum permanently. Sam 
Mink (W. B. Saunders), chairman of 
Jurors Committee, reported that the 
judges, whose names will be disclosed 
the day of the dinner, will spotlight 
each book chosen.

CHELTENHAM 


To people who love the esthetics of 
type, Cheltenham is just a kit of Cad- 
mean tools. But probably no type face 
ever was more popular, and certainly 
none so prolific in progeny. When this 
century dawned, not to use Cheltenham 
was not to know good typography. 

In an article in the old Printing Art 
in 1923, I characterized Cheltenham as 
a Hibernian who could play the part 
of either gentleman or hod-carrier. | 
was thinking of the Bold as the build- 
ing contractor’s assistant, and the Old- 
style as the gentleman. And I did not 
by the latter term mean periwigged 
courtiers in a ring around royalty. 
There is nothing aristocratic about this 
face. But much of its Hogan’s Alley 
aroma comes from the hands of harum- 
scarum compositors with hodge-podge 
ideas. Handled sympathetically and 
intellizently, Cheltenham can present a 
simple, clean appearance in mass, do 
its jo) smoothly and efficiently, and a 
skilfu' layout man can make it turn out 


a tidy page. However, it undeniably is . 


as mechanical and monotonous as a 
silk-loom or a jackhammer, and has 
none of the graces of traditional type 
faces 

On the other hand, not one persori 
in many thousands has ever glimpsed 
the design the artist created, which em- 
bodied some gentle traits, derived from 
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its parentage, that have not entirely 
been ironed out of the foundry produc- 
tion. But if the foundry designers 
hadn’t straightened some of its birth 
kinks, it probably never would have ac- 
quired the vogue it did. 

The history of its origin is so com- 
plicated (though fascinating) that its 
telling must be deferred to a broader 
moment, and only the high spots men- 
tioned here. 


Ingalls Kimball, then head of the 
Cheltenham Press, N. Y., and Bert- 
ram Goodhue, architect, produced the 
design for Phillip T. Dodge of the 
Mergenthaler Linotype Co. Kimball 
retained the rights to foundry produc- 
tion, and later sold them to American 
Type Founders, who produced the 
type in 1902, several years before the 
Linotype Co. did. 

One reason for the popularity of 
Cheltenham is rarely realized; the type 
lasts a long time! And printers like type 
that lasts. Also, it is close-fitted, and 
the descenders are curtailed, so that a 
lot of matter fits into a limited measure. 
Those very reasons, however, caused 
Dwiggins to rate it as only 25% ef- 
fective, though he regarded the pro- 
portions of the capitals basically sound. 
The fundamental design has been em- 
boldened with variations, condensed, 
extra condensed, extended, outlined, 
and even turned cursive. So that, rack- 


ed, bludgeoned, bloated, bullied, com- 





pressed, what chance of a soul had 
either hod-carrier or gentleman? 


And yet, the very materialism of 
this face with Gothic architectural an- 
tecedents has possibilities. It may be 
what Margaret Mitchell called ‘‘a 
mule in horse harness,” but it will get 
you where you're going if you stay off 
Fifth Avenue. It is fairly friendly, if 
you let it be so, and reasonably re- 
sponsive if suitably leaded as a crutch 
for its dwarfed and wrenched g’s and 
y's. This is necessary also to counter- 
balance the Puritanical narrowness of 


the Oldstyle. 


Cheltenham is neither oldstyle nor 
modern. It is not, as some writers have 
stated, a transitional face, because it 
comes from nowhere and goes nowhere. 
It derives from no classical school, and 
could found none. It is an example of 
what happens when something is tinker- 
ed with too much; becomes pragmatic- 
ally popular for its efficiency perhaps, 
but gaining the whole world, loses its 
soul. Being now neither one thing nor 
the other, it combines with almost any 
other near-monotone. And it will al- 
ways be a favorite with those who can 
see ‘‘no beauty in type per se.” 


COOPER 


Cooper is a face with the spirit of 
the common people that Lincoln said 
God must have loved. This is a com- 
panionable, comfortable type face, re- 
markably readable even in the small- 
est size, yet no stretch of imagination 
can label it anything but plebeian. 


Its creator, Oswald Cooper, paid lit- 
tle tribute to history, but he had a 
clear understanding of letter anatomy, 
what he called its “bones,” to which 
he added a fine sense of feeling in the 
drawing. Cooper attains a freedom 
that Goudy never surpassed, and which 
seems to flow from a brush as no pen 
could limn it. And Cooper Black of- 
fers a boldness of structure to which 
Goudy never aspired; sheer strength; 
a village smithy welter-weight who 
never whispers. 


Though Cooper is distinctly a “coun- 
try cousin,” a letter-by-letter compari- 
son with Goudy’s noble Kennerley 
shows they’re “sisters under the skin,” 
especially in the small sizes and in 
mass. The classical serif structure 
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Cooper disdains makes the other more 
dressy, but for sincerity, integrity, and 
close, even fitting, Cooper yields noth- 
ing to Kennerley. 

Cooper is probably the most usable 
and bookish of those faces influenced 
by the rugged types born with this 
century. These are probably best rep- 
resented by the Cheltenham we have 
just passed, and the long “best seller,” 
Roycroft, and the less famous Tabard, 
both drawn for ATF by the late Lewis 
Buddy III. Those were the days when 
advertising was beginning to stretch its 
muscles. Letter forms often were the 
products of show-card writers, rather 
than typophiles. Did we lose some- 
thing fine, as conventionality gradual- 
ly hushed out individuality? I wonder. 

Cooper Italic is still more sui generis 
than the Roman; sometimes too erratic 
to be pleasing. The capitals are sim- 


ple and regular, but the lower-case 
“u, n, r,” and “m” look as if they 
might have been good before they were 
run over. The “f's” whose hooks lean 
backwards, and the ‘“‘e” over-awkward, 
combine with the others just men- 
tioned to be too insistently irritating. 
If not too much Italic is used at once, 
the effect is vivacious, one might even 
say Bohemian. The “n” and “m, h” 
and “k,” droop their tails below the 
line, taking up so much space that the 
next letter isn’t on speaking terms. 
For example, when “u” and “n” come 
together, they don’t. 

Curiously, Cooper doesn’t require as 
much leading as the lame descenders 
would suggest. Also, being on the side 
of the oldstyles, it should not be 
opened as much as faces with sharper 
features, or the reader will seem to 
fall through.

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MEDIEVAL 


Jenson’s type of 1470 gave rise to 
other routes than the Aldus-Garamond- 
Caslon highway of history. The Vene- 
tian and French effect on Roman type 
of refinement, grace, and an 
« narrowness. But the north- 
ern regions copied it heavier and kept 
their letters wide and open. 

Fron: about 1510 to 1540, Basle, free 
he Holy Roman Empire, situ- 
the Rhine on the main road 
iy througn South Germany to 
herlands, took the lead of all 
n printing. Then the French 
influe overshadowed their work, 
until everything partook of the Gara- 
mond sivle. 

Roman types were introduced in 
Basle about 1486 by Johann von Amer- 
bach. !le probably came from Venice 
and was familiar with the types of 
Jenson da Spira, and Ratdolt. He 
used a) A with a flat serif top, and 
had double serifs on his N and M. 
In this and other respects, Amerbach’s 
type ol 1488 is remarkably similar in 
spirit to the present Medieval, though 
a bit heavier. Still more so is the type 
of Johnann Bergmann von Olpe, about 
1494. 

All of the types of this period and 
region are broader, fuller, rounder 
than the Venetian faces, and partake 
of the Leutonic feeling found in the 
black letter of the same age. Hair- 
lines are thicker, serifs more angular, 
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the weight of the whole font seems 
heavier. They are more of the artisan 
than artist. 

Medieval’s inspiration is of this early 
period, created by S. H. de Roos, now 
art director of the Amsterdam Type 
Foundry, in 1912 as Hollandsche 
Mediaeval, and brought to this coun- 
try by Intertype Corporation. Shown 
at first in only four small sizes on a 
single unpretentious sheet, in one year 
the sale of its matrices rivalled that of 
many “standard” faces, and were prin- 
cipally to printers of the highest crafts- 
manship. 

In Medieval, the designer gave no 
hint of the polished suavity, graceful 
flow of rotund curves, and restrained 
fondness for minute ornamental 
touches to terminals and serifs seen 
later in his Erasmus (1923), Grotius 
(1925), and Egmont (1936). Here there 
is only sturdy simplicity almost primi- 
tive, fine hand-wrought quality, amaz- 
ing legibility, thorough ‘“‘bookishness” 
but refreshing interest lacking in many 
later book faces. All of this is char- 
acteristic of late 15th and 16th century 
types in middle Europe before French 
refinement beautified but also emascu- 
lated type character. 

The typical features of Medieval 
are not trickiness or innovations, but 
are based on sound precedents cen- 
turies old. They demonstrate the de- 
signer’s enormous research and study 
embodied in this thoroughly good de- 
sign. Space here prevents exhaustive 
detailing of the sources of these traits 


in the work of Ratdolt, Sweynheym 
and Pannartz, the first Roman type of 
Spain’ in 1475, and even Germany’s 
Peter Schoeffer in 1485. 

Medieval is no precise copy of any 
type that ever existed, but more an 
interpretation than a blend of early 
features, combined with an ingenious 
weaving by Mr. de Roos of his own 
personality into his work. It does with 
marvelous fidelity and penetration, 
however, epitomize the subtle spirit of 
medieval typography, even before 
Johann Froben cut such an eminent 
place for himself with the books he 
printed at Basle for Erasmus. 

No extant type quite fills the same 
place as Medieval. It combines beau- 
tifully with wood-cuts and coarse-line 
drawings, especially on soft papers. 
The color is rich and vigorous, rather 
than heavy. For still more handsome, 
opulent effects and contrasting display, 
a Bold-face carries its weight deftly, 
and yet sets scarcely wider than the 
light. Most of the sizes require only 
from five to ten points more width 
for one hundred characters, and the 
8- and 9- point actually set 214 points 
less.

PRODUCTION PORTRAIT 


I; it really true that 
from printer to writer to editor is the 
usual progress? It is claimed (though, 
praise Allah, not proved) to be, by at 
least one who has travelled the reverse 
route. How anyone who has reached 
even the lowest pinnacle of printing 
craftsmanship could choose to turn to 
the seemingly glamorous but pitfall- 
laden path of editors and writers, after 
having dealt with them, is hard to 
understand! But perhaps it can be 
attributed to a zealous missionary 
spirit! 

H. A. Brandt, who makes the dis- 
puted statement, himself chose .the 
more noble sequence, one of advance- 
ment. Today he is a “bookman,” in 
charge of production for Brethren 
Publishing House, Elgin, Ill. This 
position was secured on the basis of 
his knowledge of bookmaking, devel- 
oped from his experience in writing 
a half dozen books. The books were 
written during a 20-year period of edi- 
torial work begun after making some 
slight scratchings into the literate 
world. It was these same scratchings 
that qualified him, of course, as an 
editor, so it can be seen that he really 
began at the bottom of the pile. 


Artist? 


Continuing the retracing, however, 
would seem to reveal an even more 
menial beginning at industrial en- 
deavor. Brandt, whose initials might 
well stand for Horatio Alger, (consid- 
ering the progress made from a child- 
hood promising a potential career—in 
art), showed very early interest in book- 
let illustrations with drawings made 
with colored pencils. He saw the light, 
(salaam!) in time and there was con-

sequently one less cartoonist and one 
more editor, a balance possibly more 
desirable. 


Businessman? Scholar? 


His decision to go to college after some 
slight ventures in business would be, 
according to Brandt, a continuation of 
his penchant for reversing normal pro- 
cedures. And he no doubt would be 
hotly contested by the California 
Chamber of Commerce, into whose 
domain his parents took him. from 
Iowa before he could either remember 
or protest. After graduation from 
Pomona College with a Phi Beta 
Kappa key, he spent two years as an 
instructor there, and another year in 
Yale Graduate School. Then came the 
opportunity to become a bookman at 
the Brethren Publishing House, bring- 
ing his schooling to a close. 


Author? 

During the next 20-odd years the 
hobby interest switched to orange 
ranching and then back to editing, 
meanwhile adding the robe of an au- 
thorship. He wrote, in this period, 
The Widowed Earth, a book of verse; 
The Conquest of Peace; Christopher 
Sower and Son; Meet Henry Kurtz; 
Scenes from the Psalms; and Fun in the 
North Woods. He prefers to take less 
credit for the last-named book than he 
avers belongs to his associate, Gordon 
C. Palmquist, who took the pictures for 
it. The kind of book he likes best, 
incidentally, is “the briefer sort which 
lends itself to illustration,” and he 
sees a trend toward this viewpoint, in 
support of the Chinese belief in the 
superior proportional strength between 
one picture and a lot of words. “What 


can be known about a subject can also 
be concisely told,” Brandt adds, how. 
ever. 

His church publishing house turns 
out several thousand hard bound books 
a day. In the course of a year the 
plant makes about a million books 
besides its periodical work, and has 
begun to develop a line of books of 
its own in recent years. Brandt is also 
managing editor of the official paper 
of the Church of the Brethren, The 
Gospel Messenger, but he is chiefly 
interested in the church’s book pub- 
lishing activity. He admits he is “intri- 
gued by the relative permanence of 
books as compared to periodicals: So 
far as public libraries are concerned, 
books and papers are on something of 
a par. However, in the home it is a 
different matter. Here the book has 
preferred treatment. That is, the life 
of the average periodical is brief, for 
another will be along in a day, a week, 
or a month at most. A book is some- 
thing more unique. It is generally 
more carefully read, may be shared 
with others, and likely ends by finding 
a resting place on the bookshelf. I'ven 
though a book may spend long periods 
on some dusty shelf, there is always 
the possibility that some chance reader 
may pick it up and find therein some- 
thing of interest and worth. Of course 
there are exceptions. But books do 
have the edge on periodicals so far as 
life span is concerned.” 


‘ 


There is yet another thing-about books, 
as compared with the more ephemeral 
publications, that influences Brandt. 
“They are not only made to endure 
longer by the physical tests which may 
be applied, but they represent the 
more sustained efforts of writers; 
they represent their best work. Books 
contain the richer mixtures from au- 
thors’ life blood. Thus, he who works 
with books works with the best in the 
field of literature. He is like the sculp- 
tor who chooses marble in place of the 
easy-to-work clay.” 

As orange rancher, and garden and 
orchard fancier, plus a lifetime of edi- 
torial devotion, he has been privileged 
literally and figuratively to see the 
fruits of his labor. Not forgetting. of 
course, his rather explicitly defined 
family status—“‘the husband of one 
wife and the father of four children.” 
While some include in cherished 
memoirs collections of “Songs I have 
loved” or “The most unforgettable 
characters I have met,” H. A. Brandt 
has chosen to entitle his next book 
“Trees I have Known.” What with 
the nature of his book of verse~-his 
first work—shades of a Joyce Kilme: ish 
personality are suggested.

Here is a truly modernized format. A 
small spot title is stamped in red and 
black on grey Zeppelin cloth, placed 
in just the correct position in the low- 
er right corner of the cover. It is dra- 
matic but would have been more so if 
the spot had been twice the size. 

The title page has an appropriate 
treatment in a bold and simple style, 
consisting of a large, bold, death-like 
black panel with the title in large 
nervous, informal, white lettering. It 
is the acme of simplicity, with author's 
name centered over the panel in Fu- 
tura medium caps, the publisher’s 
name in lower case Futura centered 
directly beneath.

A little book of sermons that should

Adoption Serap Rages 

Indiana Textbook Commission is considering charges by 
Robert H. Wyatt, president of the Indiana State Teachers 
Assn., that the board acted illegally in adoption of text- 
books. Dr. Clement T. Malan, state superintendent of 
public instruction, said the board “acted according to the 
law” and said further if “the adoptions are wrong, the law 
is wrong.” 

Charges against the commission were made in an open 
letter to Dr. Malan and the textbook commission from 
the teachers association. The letter charged specifically 
that: 

Ridiculous adoptions were said to have been made, such 
as selections in seven subjects for the first grade besides 
reading, and coverage of 399 new subjects in 12 grades; 

Five \ear adoptions were made in such changing subjects 
as aeronautics, electricity, and driver education; 

Adoptions were made when three or fewer books were 
offered, even though the 1945 textbook laws ban adoption 
unless more than three books are offered. Among the 
measures submitted to the Indiana Legislature at the cur- 
rent scssion is Senate Bill No. 45, which provides for the 
state to furnish free textbooks adopted for use in all 
elementary and high schools of the state and provides for 
distribution and care of such books.

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()ptimism at Paper Convention 


a annual combined convention of 
paper trade groups and associations was held in 
N.Y.C. during the last week in February. More than 
1400 inembers were expected to register for the 32nd 
annual meeting of the Technical Assn. of the Pulp & 
Pape: Industry at the Hotel Commodore while the 
American Paper & Pulp Assn. opened its 70th con- 
vention at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. Representatives 
of the nation’s paper manufacturing and converting 
industry poured into the city for these and several 
other scheduled association conferences during the 
week 

Included in APPA’s program of events were business 
sessions of many special committees of the parent or- 
ganization whose 22 affiliated trade groups convened 
also at meetings scheduled for their specific interests. 
Reuben B. Robertson, executive vice-president, Cham- 
pion Paper & Fibre Co., and APPA president, ad- 
dressed the annual Industry Luncheon which had as 
its guest speaker Theodore C. Yntema, in charge of 
economic studies conducted by the Research and 
Policy Committee of the Committee for Economic 
Development. 


Paper mfg. textbook 


The Joint Textbook Committee’s annal report to 
TAPPI was made by J. N. Stephenson, Pulp & Paper 
of Canada, who announced the committee’s prepara- 
tion of a four-volume work, “The Manufacture of 
Pulp & Paper,” for 1948 publication. 

Fifteen hundred technicians at this session heard 
John W. Crosson, of the Mead Sales Co. tell of the 
broader fields of supplies and utilization of basic raw 
materials and of the “Technical Merchandising of 
Paper.” 

Production of paper and paperboard in 1947 will 
excecd 20,000,000 tons, or one million tons more than 
in 1946, members of the Coated & Processed Paper 
Assn. were informed. 

Research analysts of the Northern Regional Re- 
search Laboratory, Peoria, Ill., reported that paper- 
making fibers from agricultural residues have ad- 
vantages tor some commercial ventures compared with 
typical woodpulps. One example offered was that of 
book paper made from esparto (a practice long com- 
mon in England). 

At the U. S. Pulp Producers’ Assn. Exec. Dir. 
Oliver M. Porter predicted a good year ahead for 
pulp producers. Pulp prices very likely will continue 
substantially above 1946 levels, he said, and the pulp 
supply will approach consumption requirements with 
certain grades, however, in short supply. 


Shortage end in sight? 
In connection with this, Dr. Louis T. Stevenson, 
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economist for the American Paper & Pulp Assn., 
declared in an interview that the paper shortage will 
be ended by the end of the year if manufacturers get 
all the fiber they require. 

Although pulp and paper manufacturers are ready- 
ing for a $440,000,000 expansion program for the next 
two years, Robert E. Canfield, executive vice-president 
of the Groundwood Paper Mfrs. Assn., cautioned in- 
dustry members against “frantic” new installations 
and mill and machine building. Good judgment is 
of special importance now in assimilating new capacity 
at home and abroad, he emphasized. 

Reinhold-Gould, Inc., held a guessing game partici- 
pated in by mill men and concerning a problem con- 
stantly confronting members of the industry. The 
game, according to C. V. Morris, vice president, had its 
origin in “It Pays To Be Ingenious,” the show devel- 
oped by the company for trade association meetings. 

Visitors to the various meetings included Edna x. 
Travers, president, Atlas Gum & Sizing Co., N. Y., and 
William H. Brittingham, vice president. Kenneth E. 
Butler also was expected to arrive for the TAPPI 
convention. J. A. Leroy, vice president of McLaurin- 
Jones Co., Brookfield, Mass., registered at The Barclay

The U. S. paper production to mill capacity ratio for the 
first week of February was 106.2%, 2.2% over the previous 
week, and 6.5% over the corresponding week a year ago, 
the American Paper & Pulp Assn. reported. Paperboard 
production for the three weeks mentioned were 104%, 
102%, and 17%, respectively. 


The establishment of a new warehouse in New Haven, 
Conn., and the expansion of service facilities in Southern 
Connecticut was announced by Bulkley, Dunton & Co., 
Inc,, paper distributors. The new warehouse and the 
enlarged sales offices are located at 692 Campbell Ave., 
West Haven. WiLuiAM A. Rutz will continue as manager 
of the New Haven branch, assisted by Kenneth Weissbrod 
and staff.
